Ohio's Coal

Second Year 
COLUMBUS 'Jfr— Bituminous coal 
production in Ohio has declined for 
the second straight year, the state 
d epartm ent of industrial relations 
reported today. 
A report by D irector M a rg are t 
A. Mahoney said Ohio’s m ines pro­ 
duced 34,112,748 tons of coal during 
1953, a drop of 1,374,483 tons from 
the previous 
y ear 
and 
3,703,960 
from 1951. 
She said underground mining suf­ 
fered the greatest production loss, 
while strip mining 
declined 
by 
only 402,937 tons. But strip mining 
accounted for 62.4 per cent of the 
total am ount mined last year, or 
21.280.950 tons.

No Need Seen For One 
Bigger, Senators Set

WASHINGTON 
LP — P resident 
Eisenhower said 
today

United States has no need to d e­ 
velop a hydrogen bom b bigger than 
the one it already has. 
The P resident was asked at the 
outset of his weekly news confer­ 
ence w hether 
the 
United 
States 
contem plates m aking “ bigger and 
bigger” hydrogen bombs. 
He replied this country has no 
intention of going into a program 
of seeing how big a bomb it can 
make. He said he knows of no 
military requirem ent that would 
lead to the developm ent 
of 
a 
bomb bigger than the type 
al­ 
ready in use. 


Obviously he was referring to the 
two hydrogen weapons tested last 
month in the far Pacific. 


He said the scientists have specu­ 
lated a bom b can be m ade of u n ­ 
lim ited size—big enough to blow a 
hole in th e e a rth ’s atm o sp h e re— 
but he m ade it plain he regarded 
the size of the bomb exploded in 
the Pacific as the g reatest th a t 
can be used with m axim um effic­ 
iency. 
M eanwhile, on Capitol Hill, key 
sen ato rs of both parties m ade it 
clear they are opposed to giving 
any ally a veto on A m erican use 
of the hydrogen bomb. 
Sen. Ilickenlooper (R • Iowa) 
pointed up the issue with a dec­ 
laration in the Senate yesterday

To Breed New

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The McCarthy Story: 
Men Who Bucked Joe 


Editor's Note: Following is an­ 
other in a series of ten articles 
on the who, what and where of 
Sen. Joseph McCarthy and Mc- 
Carthyism.

WASHINGTON J*) — Less than 
%t‘ree months after he was seated, 
in January 1947, Sen. Joseph R. 
McCarthy tangled with his Bible- 
quoting Republican colleague from 
New Hampshire, the late Charles 
E. Tobey. 
By the end of his first term Mc­ 
Carthy had in succession fought 
Senators Raymond E. Baldwin of 
Connecticut, Millard E. Tydings of 
Maryland, and William Benton of 
Connecticut. From Sen. Margaret 
Chase Smith of 
Maine and six 
colleagues his activities promoted 
a much-publicized “ declaration of 
conscience.’’ 
McCarthy 
also 
attacked 
Gen. 
George C. Marshall, the man who 
m asterm inded U. S. strategy d u r­ 
ing World War ll and later served 
as secretary of defense and sec­ 
retary of state. President Truman 
had described Marshall as one of 
the greatest living Americans. 
•M arsh all came in to the line of 
McCarthy’s fire in 1950 by defend­ 
ing the integrity of Ambassador- 
at Large Philip I . Jessup. McCar­ 
thy had said Jessup had an “ un­ 
usual affinity for Communists. 
On June 14. 1951, almost a year 
later, McCarthy in a 60,OOO-word 
speech linked Marshall’s name to 
w hat he called “ a conspiracy of 
infamy so black that, when it is 
finally exposed, its principals shall 
rn forever deserving of the male­ 
dictions of all honest 
men.” 
At the time, McCarthy was dis­ 
cussing “ the questions of why we 
fell from our position as the most 
powerful nation on earth at the 
end of World War II.** 
For all practical purposes M ar­ 
shall ignored the attack. 
Of the five sehators who crossed 
McCarthy, Republican Baldwin re­ 
signed, 
Democrats 
Tydings a nd 
.Sinton were defeated for re-elec­ 
tion and Tobey died. Mrs. Smith, 
a Republican, is up for re-election 
this year and is opposed in the 
prim ary by a friend of McCarthy’s 
who says that “ McCarthyism” is 
an issue in the Maine senatorial 
campaign In Maine, victory in the 
Republican prim ary is usually the 
sam e as being elected. 
It was Marcn 27, 1947, that Mc­ 
Carthy and Tobey clashed over 
rWgar rationing. 
McCarthy, sup­ 
porting a 20-pound increase in the 
annual ration, said he had been 
told by an Agriculture Department 
official this amount was feasible. 
Tobey left the Senate floor and 


telephoned Secretary of Agricul-1 
ture Clinton Anderson. Upon his 
return he said: “ The Department 
of Agriculture’s announced posi­ 
tion was misrepresented by the 
senator from Wisconsin today.” 
McCarthy said: “ I do not give 
a tinker’s dam what Secretary An­ 
derson says about the m atter. The 
sugar is here.” 
Tobey retorted: “ On a question 
of veracity I do not choose between 
the two gentlemen, but on a ques­ 
tion of fact I take the secretary 
of agriculture any tim e.” 
In the end the Senate approved 
Tobey's proposal for a 10-pound 
increase, but with an am endment 
by McCarthy ending rationing five 
months earlier than then provided. 
Until 1949 McCarthy remained 
relatively quiet. Then came the 
investigation of the series of m as­ 
sacres in Belgium in 1944 in which 
350 American prisoners and IOO 
Belgian civilians were slaughtered. 
Seventy-four Germans accused of 
partcipating in 
the horror were 
convicted. 
Forty-three were sen­ 
tenced to execution. 
Early in 1949 rumors made the 
rounds of the Senate cloakroom 
that the Americans who investi­ 
gated the massacres had used men­ 
tal and physical torture to extract 
confessions. 
On March 29 a subcommittee of 
the Senate Armed Services Com­ 
mittee was set up to investigate 
the reports. 
Three months later—July 26, 1949 
—McCarthy 
said 
in 
a 
Senate 
speech that he had studied the 
trials and had come to these con­ 
clusions: 
“ I felt very strongly that be­ 
cause of the actions of vengea 
minded, 
irresponsiole 
and 
com­ 
pletely incompetent men represent­ 
ing this country in Western Europe, 
our government had been placed 
in the position of condoning a brand 
of brutalitariaism worse than any 
practices by the morally degener­ 
ate in either Hitler's or Stalin's 
cam p.” 
Two Army boards had reported 
no evidence of physical torture but 
had criticized some parts of the 
pretrial 
investigations, 
such 
as 
mock trials. 
Baldwin was chairman of the 
subcommittee 
investigating 
the 
trials. While not a mem ber of the 
subcommittee, 
McCarthy 
partici­ 
pated, with full rights of cross- 
examination. 
McCarthy repeatedly impugned 
the motives of the committee, say­ 
ing it was attempting to “ white­ 
wash a shameful episode in the 
history 
of 
our 
glorious 
armed 
forces.” 
~ McCarthy also questioned Bald­ 


win's fitness to sit on the com­ 
mittee at a hearing at which Bald­ 
win's form er law partner, Maj. 
Dwight Fanton, appeared. Fanton 
had been one of the investigators. | 
Ultimately 
the 
subcommittee 
unanimously concluded, as had the 
Army, that the investigators had 
employed 
nonjudicial 
means 
to 
gain information but not physical 
torture. 
The subcommittee said too that 
the 
agitation 
in 
Germany 
and 
America over the fate of the con­ 
victed Germans appeared to be 
part of an organized movement to 
discredit Americans abroad. 
None of those sentenced to death 
has ever been executed. 
Just before his row with Mc­ 
Carthy, Baldwin had been offered 
a seat on the Connecticut Supreme 
Court of Errors by Gov. Chester 
Bowles, a Democrat. 
Baldwin agreed to accept, re­ 
considered and then took the ap­ 
pointment after all. 
When he resigned from the Sen­ 
ate, he said it was for health and 
family reasons, and a desire to 
return home. 
A friend reports Baldwin was 
very much upset by the McCarthy 
fight and that in all probability 
“ It weighed much in his final de­ 
cision to resign.” 
McCarthy started his next fight 
in February 1950, when he charged 
that the Democratic administra­ 
tion, especially the State Depart­ 
ment, was riddled with Commu­ 
nists and fellow travelers. 
He kept up a barrage of charges 
and countercharges that were to 
figure in the 1952 elections and 
which were to lead him into fights 
with Tydings and Benton 
McCarthy led off by accusing 
Tydings of a “ whitewash” in the 
investigation of M c C a r t h y ’ s 
charges of communism in the ad­ 
ministration. Tydings accused Mc­ 
Carthy of making false accusa­ 
tions. 
The bitter fight between McCar­ 
thy and Tydings, veteran of 28 
years in Congress, evolved into a 
personal feud that spilled over into 
Tydings’ campaign for re-election 
in 1950. 
In that year Tydings lost to John 
Marshall Butler, a Republican. 
McCarthy personally went into 
Maryland on Butler’s behalf and 
there followed what a five-mem­ 
ber Senate subcommittee described 
in a unanimous report as a “ de­ 
spicable, back street type of cam ­ 
paign.” 
There appeared in Maryland a 
composite 
photograph 
purporting 
to show Tydings talking to Com­ 
munist leader Earl Browder. The 
fake picture showed up in a cam ­ 


paign tabloid which accused Tyd­ 
ings of “ whitewash” in the com­ 
munism - in - governm ent investi­ 
gation. 
The elections subcomittee ot the 
Senate Rules Committee said, “ The 
implication of such tactics as a 
threat to our Am erican principles 
should be obvous and frightening.” 
Three Democrats and two Repub­ 
licans made up the subcommittee. 
One of the Republicans was Mrs. 
Smith. 
After the subcommittee report 
was s u b m i t t e d , McCarthy ob­ 
served: 
“ I am not surprised at the ac­ 
tion of the two Republicans. After 
all, they went on record last year 
approving the Tydings ‘whitewash’ 
and condemning me for getting 
tough with Communists.” 
McCarthy alone m ay not have 
swung the Maryland election, but 
w hatever the reasons for Tydings’ 
defeat—it gave McCarthy stature. 
Tydings himself said in 1950 he 
believed the reason for his defeat 
was fiiat the Maryland Democratic 
party was badly split by local is­ 
sues. He added that he didn't think 
McCarthy personally did any dam ­ 
age ” 
“ I think the issue raised an the 
propaganda about it had some ef­ 
fect, but it would be secondary,” 
he said. 
The Tydings cam paign was to 
have echoes in M cCarthy’s bid for 
re-election in 1952. Tydings offered 
McCarthy $25,000 if he would go 
before any federal grand jury and 
offer evidence sufficient to convict 
anyone who was in the State De­ 
partm ent in 1950 as a Communist. 
McCarthy did not accept. 
But even before McCarthy be­ 
came embroiled with Tydings he 
was greeted in the Senate June I, 
1950, w ith a document that the au­ 
thor. Mrs. Smith, called “ a decla­ 
ration of conscience.” It was signed 
by Mrs. Smith and six other Re­ 
publican senators—Tobey, George 
D. Aiken of Vermont, Wayne L. 
Morse of Oregon, Irving M. Ives 
of New1 York, Edw ard J. Thye of 
Minnesota and Robert C. Hendrick­ 
son of New Jersey. 
While the declaration did not 
mention 
McCarthy 
by 
name, it 
was almost universally conceded 
to be aimed at McCarthy and his 
methods. 
The declaration said: 
“ We are Republicans. But w e are 
Americans first. It is as Ameri­ 
cans that we express our concern 
w ith the growing confusion that 
threatens the security and stabili­ 
ty of our country- Dem ocrats and 
Republicans alike have contributed 
to that confusion. 
“ . . . Certain elements of the 
Republican party have materially 
added to this confusion in the hopes 
of riding the Republican party to 
victory through the selfish exploi­ 
tation of fear, bigotry, ignorance 
and intolerance There are enough 
mistakes of the Democrats for Re­ 
publicans to criticize constructive­ 
ly without resorting to political 
sm ears . . . 
“ 
It is high time we stopped 


being tools and victims of totali­ 
tarian techniques . . .” 
The gray-haired Mrs. Smith is 
running for re-election this year. 
Onl> opponent to announce against 
her so far in the Republican pri­ 
mary is Robert L. Jones, a per­ 
sonal friend of McCarthy’s. 
Jones has said that McCarthy­ 
ism will be the basis of his fight 
against Mrs. Smith. He defines his 
term : 
Americanism 
consists of Mc­ 
Carthyism. 
McCarthyism 
repre­ 
sents to me the ferreting-out of 
Communists.” 
The toughest of McCarthy's early 
fights .n the Senate was the effort 
to unseat him. 
On Aug. 6, 1951. Sen. Benton, 
Democratic successor to Baldwin, 
introducer I a resolution calling for 
an investigation to d e t e r m i n e 
w b e t h e r expulsion proceedings 
should 
be 
instituted 
McCarthy 
counterattacked w ith a resolution4 
to investigate Benton. 
The remits were embodied in an­ 
other report of an elections sub­ 
committee. 
McCarthy refused throughout to 
testify bc.ore the committee. Ben­ 
ton testified twice, once during in­ 
vestigation of himself 
and once 
when the subcommittee was delv­ 
ing into McCarthy’s activites, 
On Sept. 28, 1951, Benton ap­ 
peared before the commttee and 
in a long batem ent cited IO cases 
in 
inch he accused McCarthy of 
l y i n g , of accepting 
“ influence 
money 
and of practicing fraud 
and deceit upon the Senate. 
Benton 
specifically 
waved 
his 
senatorial 
i m m u n i ty 
both before 
the committee and later. Subse­ 
quently McCarthy filed a two-bil- 
i lion-dollai libel suit against him, 
but wh rn trial neared, e a r l y this 
. year, McCarthy d r o p p e d the 
matter. 
McCarthy said he couldn't- prove 
he had been damaged because he 
couldn't find anyone whir believed 
BentonA charges Benton said 2.000 
person had written him that they 
would volunteer to say they be­ 
lieved the charges, 
In the end, the three-man sub: 
commith e investigating McCarthy 
said the m atter transcended par­ 
tisan politics “ and goes to the very 
core of the Senate body’s author­ 
ly, integrity and the respect in 
which it is held by the people of 
this country.” 
The subcommittee raised a ser­ 
ies of questions w'hich it said only 
McCarthy could answer. Since he 
had refused to appear, it said it 


could do nothing but report the 
m atter to the Senate without rec­ 
ommendation. 
The 
subcommittee 
said 
Mc­ 
Carthy sat during the 80th Con­ 
gress on committees which had 
jurisdiction over the Reconstruc­ 
tion Finance Corp. and the housing 
agencies. 
One of the interested parties ap­ 
pearing before the 
subcommtee 
was the Lustron Corp., which was 
indebted to EFC. Lustron paid Mc­ 
Carthy $10,000 for an article on 
housing. 
The subcommittee asked wheth­ 
er there was any connection be­ 
tween sale of the article and Mc­ 
Carthy’s recommendation for gov­ 
ernm ent aid to housing preiab- 
ricators. 
It found that McCarthy had sold 
1.000 shares of Seaboard Air Line 
railroad stock for a net profit of 
$35,614 75 and that he still held 950 
shares 
It asked whether there was a 
relationship between 
McCarthy's 
position on the Banking Commit­ 
tee and “ his receipt of confidential 
information relating to the stock of 
the Seaboard Air Line Railroad, 
which was indebted to RFC for 
sums in excess of $15,000,000?” 
The 
subcommittee 
asked, 
too, 
w hether any oi the funds received 
by McCarthy to fight communism 
had been diverted to his own use. 
McCarthy said “ no” in a letter, 
but the subcommittee noted he had 
not made himself “ available for 
further explanation.” 
The 
subcommittee 
asked 
the 
source of $17,600 reported as con­ 
tributed by relatives to McCarthy 
in 1944 for his unsuccessful pri­ 
m ary campaign against Sen Alex­ 
ander Wiley. These relatives did 
not 
appear to have that much 
money. 
It wanted to know whether the 
$17,600 was in reality McCarthy's 
own money and, if so, was he in 
violation of state law 
setting a 
$5,000 limitation on personal cam ­ 
paign expenditures? 
McCarthy 
denounced 
the 
sub­ 
committee's report as a “ new low- 
in dishonesty and sm e a r” and de­ 
fied the subcommittee to challenge 
his seat. There was no challenge. 
As for the Benton investigation, 
the subcommittee found he had 
improperly accepted a $600 contri­ 
bution from an ex-RFC m em ber 
for campaign funds but called the 
charges “ moot” since he no longer 
was in office. 
The 
subcommittee’s 
findings 
were turned over to the D epart­ 
ment of Justice. On Oct. 16, 1953, 


Atty. Gen. H erbert Brownell gave 
McCarthy a clean Sill of health on 
the questions of personal finances 
and possible election law viola­ 
tions. 
Brownell added that the Internal 
Revenue Service still was investi­ 
gating McCarthy’s income tax, r e ­ 
turn. As far as has been disclosed, 
it still is. 
The Justice 
D epartm ent 
head 
also cleared Benton of the sub­ 
committee's findings in connection 
with the acceptance of the $600. 
The 
q u e s t i o n 
immediately 
broached in connection with Ben­ 
ton s 1952 defeat was whether Mc­ 
C arthy contributed materially. 
Benton said in an interview in 
New York. “ My state chairman, 
John Bailey, thinks McCarthy had 
a small effect, possibly a few thou­ 
sand votes. This was inconsequen­ 
tial when you consider that my 
margin of defeat was about 80,000 
votes . . . 
“ I think the best explanation is 
that Eisenhower was the strongest 
factor .n my state as in many 
others. I was defeated in the gen­ 
eral swing to him. 
“ It is my opinion that I got more 
votes in Connecticut because of my 


stand against McCarthy than I lost 
because of that stand.” 
Benton said that in 1952 Mc­ 
Carthy went into five states where 
the man he opposed turned out to 
be the winner—Washington, 
Mis­ 
souri, Montana, West Virginia and 
New Mexico. 
The former Connecticut senator 
added that in the five other states 
in which McCarthy appeared in 
1952 “the Democratic candidates 
for 
the Senate did better than 
could be expected ” 
In these IO states McCarthy was 
campaigning on behalf of the party 
ticket, rather than to support in­ 
dividuals.

Over the vigorous objections of 
Councilman Boyd Horn, the city’s 1 
lawmakers Tuesday night passed 
an ordinance to ease the penalty 
for double-parking, dropping the 
minimum from the current $5 to $2. 
It was one of several second­ 
ary matters sandwiched between 
top subjects as Council drifted 
through a meeting that l a s t e d 
nearly four hours. Parking came 
up for discussion again in t h e 
closing hours of the session when 
Mayor Bob Hedges suggested the 
city experiment with a number of 
haif-hour “limited’' parking me­ 
ters in the downtown district. 
Hedges said such a plan may go 
far toward easing the problem for 
would-be customers who can’t find 
packing space in the commercial 
area. The half-hour meters, he pro­ 
posed, would be placed at the alley 
corners, and after having used up 
a half-hour parking time, the mo­ 
torist would have to move along— 
at least to another parking space. 
Councilman Clarence Helvering, 
however, questioned whether t h e 
idea would help or hinder the flow 
of downtown traffic, composed in 
large part by the shopping motor­ 
ists. He said it’s possible it would 
actually congest traffic still more 
b} forcing more traffic circulation 
—drivers being forced out of one 
place and looking for another.

apparently inclined to favor t h e 
mayor's suggestion, declared that 
many customers are kept away 
from downtown stores by employes 
and officials of the same stores who 
“ run out every now and then” and 
keep a parking spot all day in front 
of their establishments. He warned 
that parking difficulties are stead­ 
ily eating into the profits of down­ 
town firms. 
Councilman John Robinson point­ 
ed out the mayor’s experiment 
could be carried still further by 
trying out a plan of “juggling’’ 
meters with varying time limits — 
seme half-hour, some for an hour 
and others adjusted for the present 
setup. By “juggling” such an ar­ 
rangement and watching results, he 
believes, a plan satisfactory to the 
majority of the local drivers can 
be established. 
The mayor’s idea, and the other 
suggestions on the same subject, 
were finally turned over for study 
by Council’s safety committee. 
The ordinance to amend t h e 
penalty for double-parking s a i d 
Council considered a $5 minimum 
“too stringent”, and called for a 
new range from $2 to a maxi­ 
mum of $25, the latter b e i n g 
available 
“only 
for 
extreme 
cases”. Police Chief Elmer Mer* 
riman, supporting the measure, 
predicted 
that 
“only 
in 
rare 
cases” would the penalty be more 
than the minimum. And that it 


would be boosted to $25 only for 
flagrant violations. 
Councilman Ray Cook said t h e 
whole idea of the new ordinance 
was “ just to bring it before the 
public” to sound out reaction, and 
he thus proposed it be held to first 
reading. 
However, Horn wanted to know 
if the amending move would go into 
“ loading” privileges and eventual- j 
ly announced that he would not vote 
either w-ay on the new proposal. , 
For one thing, he said, the $25 I 
maximum shouldn’t be that high.

COUNCILMAN 
George 
Crites 
proposed that the measure be pass­ 
ed immediately under suspension 
of the rules and all the others ex­ 
cept Horn agreed. Cook swung over 
to the motion when Crites assured 
him the ordinance was only “ a 
stopgap to get rid of that minimum 
$5” , and that the whole question of 
double-parking would be g i v e n 
deeper consideration at some later 
meeting. 
Early in the session, as the lawr- 
makers began to sort out lesser is­ 
sues before tackling the big ones. 
Clifton reported the move to con­ 
struct a sewer in Long Alley ap­ 
peared to be stalled by the with­ 
drawal of names from a supporting 
petition. Three of the five persons 
who petitioned for the sewer later 
asked that their names be w i t h- 


drawn when “they learned it was 
going to cost them something.” 
Had 
the project materialized, 
Council planned to put it through 
under a share the-cost assessment 
system. Clifton explained other dif­ 
ficulties would also be involved in 
putting a sewer in Long Alley be­ 
cause of the position of properties 
involved. 
Council then okayed a bid of 
$1,422 for the purchase of a new- 
type sewer * leaning machine on 
approval. Ervin Leist, manager 
of the city water and sewage de­ 
partment, told Council the ma­ 
chine has been needed in the city 
for many years. 
It should “ answer a lot of the 
problem s” that face efforts to mod­ 
ernize the municipal sewer n e t- 
work, he added. Council ordered 
that an ordinance be draw’n f o r 
the purchase. 
A short time later the lawmakers 
indicated they were baffled by a 
damage claim filed in behalf of res­ 
idents in the vicinity of N. Court St. 
and Hayward Ave. The claim said 
that a change in the established 
grade of N. Court St. caused sur­ 
face water to flood a residence at 
the Court-Hayward corner, and that 
a basement wall finally collapsed.

HOWEVER, THE lawmakers — 
led by Councilman Richard P e n n - 
expressed doubt the damage could 
have resulted in such a 
manner 
and apparently agreed with Crites 
who said: 
“I don’t think the claim m a k e s 
sense.” 
It was referred to the laws and 
claims committee. 
A resolution authorizing the city 
safety director to advertise for bids 
on a new police c r u i s e r was 
adopted. 
But the lawmakers a moment 
later held to first reading an or­ 
dinance to transfer $2,365.20 from 
the water works operating fund 
to the new equipment fund for the 
purchase of a new electrical ac­ 
counting machine.

AFTER THE lawmakers swung 
back for awhile to the city’s park­ 
ing problems. Mayor Hedges asked 
for a resolution to authorize street 
lights at Ted Lewis Park. He re­ 
quested that the measure be pre­ 
pared for the next meeting. 
“ We’re putting some money in 


th 
park, and really getting it fix­ 
ed up,” he said. 
Council President Ben Gordon 
and others inquired whether the lo­ 
cal power firm had offered to help 
i getting the street lighting for the 
pork, and Hedges indicated no such 
request has yet Jbeen directed to 
the utility. Gordon said he thought 
it would be “ a good idea” , if one 
would be. 
It was close to 11:30 p. rn. when 


the lawmakers again tackled t h e 
long-standing need of better f i r e 
protection for the city and pulled 
the official veil finally from the 
proposal to place a levy before the 
voters for this purpose.
